When the marks of the first 
semester were released, about 
five per cent of the student 
populace became members of 
the "Probationary Club". 
More will join. 

According to Registrar J. P. 
Schuller, students in proba- 
tionary standing should see it as 
an "indication of an academic 
warning". 

Although probationary stan- 
ding varies slightly from faculty 
to faculty, a student whose 
GPA drops to between 1.5 and 
1.99 (1.2 and 1.99 for first year 
students) is placed under its 
restrictions. 

Students in probationary 
standing may only take 12 
credits per term and must ob- 
tain a GPA of 2.5 or a CGPA of 
2.0 in the next academic year to 
avoid being placed in un- 
satisfactory standing. 

Any student in unsatisfactory 
standing cannot re-register at 
the University. 

In *81/*82 and'82/'83 six per 
cent of the undergraduate Arts 
students were in probationary 
itanding. Approximately 70 per 
cent of these were first year

In the Faculty of Science in 
'82/'83, 6.4 per cent of 
undergraduates were in proba- 
tionary standing. Last year, the 
figures for Engineering and 
Management were respectively 
2-4 per cent and 4.8 per cent. 

Schuller explained the ra- 
tionale behind the probationary 
system. 

"The record shows that those 
persons who get into unsatisfac- 
lory standing don't have a 
chance. We tell them this openly 
and honestly. 

"We will not grant a degree 
to someone who flunks three of 
five courses every year. It is un- 
fair to the student who pro- 

Igresses successfully in a predic- 
table and reliable way," he said 
According to Director of 
Counselling Services Dr. T.J. 
Maroun, "It (the probationary 
system) identifies those in- 
dividuals having difficulties 
maintaining a passing average 



"The university has stan- 
dards. We could get every Joe 
and his brother here with every 
kind of idiosyncratic set of con- 
ditions they might abide by. We 
would have tons of goddamn 
people. We just cannot leave it 
up to the individual," he said. 

Students' Society Vice Presi- 
dent University Affairs Steven 
Matthews said the probationary 
standing system is a "useful 
tool" for the university. 

"They have a set of rewards 
and punishments, if you will, 
that range from university

Bell prez has bad connections 



New McGill Chancellor has DeVoe -Holbein interests-

When the President of Bell Canada becomes 
Chancellor of McGill University this April, he will be 
stepping into a conflict of interest situation. 

A. Jean de Grandpré, whether he knows it or not, is 
linked to a plan to develop the controversial invention 
McGill professors Irving DeVoe and Bruce Holbein 
have applied to patent. 



De Grandpré is also director 
of Stelco Inc., an Ontario com- 
pany owning Torcad Inc., 
which is developing the inven- 
tion DeVoe and Holbein are 
patenting. Torcad Inc., a 
Toronto based corporation, is 
contracted to build the first 
commercial prototype of the in- 
vention. 




a New McGill Chancellor 



Both McGill and the Québec 
Securities Commission are in- 
vestigating DeVoe-Holbein Inc. 
Canada, the research and 
development company for the 
invention. Over the Christmas 
break, Principal and Vice- 
Chancellor, David Johnston, 
set up an inquiry into the 
DeVoe-Holbein affair, appoin- 
ting Alex Paterson, a prominent 
Montreal lawyer, to lead it. 

The McGill administration 



intends to act on information 
arising from the inquiry. The 
Chancellor holds the highest 
post at the university. 

According to the McGill 
Senate Statutes, the Chancellor 
represents the University at all 
official functions and is a non- 
voting member of the Board of 
Governors and Senate. 

It would be in De Grandpré's 
interest, as a director of Stelco, 
that the invention be commer- 
cially successful. However, the 
invention's success could be 
threatened by a pending con- 
testation of the title to the in- 
vention. Dr. Chun Fai Yam, a • 
chemist employed by DeVoe 
and Holbein at the time of in- 
vention, maintains he is the in- 
ventor and is sueing the pro- 
fessors for half a million 
dollars. The Québec Sercurities 
Commission has taken Belgium 
Standard, the company which 
has marketing rights for the in- 
vention, to court over alleged 
stock illegalities. 

De Grandpré refused to talk 
to the Daily until April but his 
secretary, Pauline Cam peau, 
said he has "nothing to say." 
She added that de Grandpré 
told her that he "knows nothing 



about this" and that he "has no 
conflict of interest." 

Vice-Principal Academic, 
Samuel Freedman, told the Dai- 
ly in November that he fears 
McGill is being used for a stock 
promotion scheme. The Univer- 
sity's name's and the name of 
several McGill professors ap- 
pears on the company prospec- 
tus of DeVoe-Holbein interna- 
tional giving the stock more 



credibility. 



On October 7th this year, 
Belgium Standard, announced 
their agreement with professors 
DeVoe and Holbein's company 
to act as "sole and exclusive 
licence" in Canada for the use, 
sale and distribution of the 
DeVoe Holbein inventions. Ac- 
cording to the statement from 
Belgium Standard, Torcad Ltd. 
has been commissioned to in- 
stall a working pilot project of 
the invention in Toronto.

On October 20, Montréal city council passed a 
motion to put an end to the pornographic displays 
found along city streets. 

The motion was first proposed by Kostas Georgoulis, Mon- 
treal Citizens* Movement(MCM) Councillor for District 32. 

Pare Avenue, located in District 32, Mile End, is one"of the 
most blatant examples of pornographic displays in the city. 
Along this street ethnic food stores sit cheek by jowl with sex 
shops and theatres, all openly displaying the wares to be 
found within. 

Georgoulis explained his motion arose from complaints 
from the- district's residents. These people stated the 
billboards and signs "directly attacked women". Complaints 
also arose from the alcoholic consumption these 
establishments seem to induce. 

The citizens of District 32 formed a neighbourhood action 
group called Neighbours Against Pornography. 

This committee is composed of "people from all walks of 
life who are fed up with the signs and what seems to be more 
and more of these movie houses and bars being established in 
the area," according to Barbara Creary, a member of the 
MCM women's commiuee. , J

McGill steps on UQTR

TROIS-RIVIERES- Forwards 
David Ducharme and George 
Burnett scored 2 goals each to 
pace the 7th ranked McGill 
Redmen to a 5-3 victory over 
the UQTR Patriotes last 
Wednesday night. 

Rookie Mike Brady notched 
the 5th McGill marker and 
Gilles Hudon managed 3 assists 
as the tribe outshot UQTR 
35-23. 

I The Red and White QUAA 
record now stands at 8-4-2, only 
3 points behind the Concordia 
Stingers who played host to 
McGill on Friday (Jan 13). 

Including exhibition games, 
the Redmen now sport a healthy 
17-10-6 record while going 
undefeated in their last 10 
games. The team has come from 
behind in 8 of the 17 wins and 5 
of the 6 ties. 

They spent the Christmas 
holidays in Switzerland playing 
7 games in 12 days and returned 
with a 5- 0-2 record. The McGill 
Daily will publish a series of ar- 
ticles concerning the Swiss trip 
over the next week or two. 

Upon returning from Europe, 
the Redmen participated in the 
Prestigious CBC-MICRON 
TOURNAMENT hosted an- 
nually by Concordia University. 

Netminder Darren Turner 
turned aside 62 of 68 shots in 2 
«ames as McGill battled both 
the Sas- katchewan Huskies and 
the Brandon Bobcats to iden- 
tical 3-3 draws. Turner's stellar 
Performance against these 
highly ranked teams earned him 
a berth on the post-tournament 
All-Star team. 

The tourney opened on Jan. 
5th when McGill scored 2 third- 
Period goals against Brandon to 
overcome 2-0 and 3-1 deficits, 
filles Hudon scored twice sand- 
Wched around one by Mark 



Reade, who had missed most of 
the middle session with a 
broken skate. Reade had tried 
to wear skates offered by ex- 
Redmen captain Mike Nelson, 
but ended up using Alain 
Robichaud's pair, which were a 
half-size too big. 

Robichaud, McGill's leading 
goal-scorer, has missed the last 
4 games with a knee injury suf- 
fered in Switzerland. He rushed 
back to McGill to retrieve his 
skates for "Reader," who pro- 
mptly scored on his next shift. 
The goal paved the way for 
Hudon's equalizer a few 
minutes later as McGill manag- 
ed to tie despite being outshot 
51-17. 

McGill played Saskatchewan 
to a 3-3 saw-off the following 
day, overcoming 2-0 and 3-2 
Huskie leads with a hat-trick by 
rookie Pierre Jean. 

To get in the Championship 
round the Redmen couldn't af- 
ford the tie. Thus, coach Ken 
Tyler pulled his goalie in the 
final minute and Brad Field nar- 
rowly missed scoring on a 
deflection in the dying seconds. 

The result left McGill in lim- 
bo as they awaited the outcome 
of the Brandon-Con U game 
which had to end in a 0-0, 1-1, 
or 2-2 tie to place the tribe in the 
Championship game. A 3-3 tie 
would force McGill and Bran- 
don to return the next morning 
for a soccer-style 'shoot-out*. 

Con U settled the confusion 
with an 8-3 romp, pitting them 
in the final versus Saskatchewan 
with a 1-1-0 record while the 
undefeated Redmen, 0-0-2, 
were eliminated. 

The Huskies won the final 3-2 
in double overtime in a thrilling 
game featuring incredulous 
goaltending at both ends of the 
rink. 

As the Redmen prepare for 



the remaining 10 QUAA games, 
they will have to compete 
without the services of 
defenceman Réal Paiement, rul- 
ed ineligible by the CIAU, who 
considered his status 'profes- 
sional' because he played for 
the Milwaukee Admirals (IHL). 
To regain 'amateur' status, a 
'pro' must sit out one year while 
enrolled at an educational in- 
stitution. "Pay" sat out last 
year by playing in France but he 
wasn't attending classes as a 
full-time student. 

Thus, McGill's athletic 
department was fined a hefty 
$2,000 and placed on probation 
for 1 year; Paiement becomes 
eligible to play Nov 28, 1984. 

Fourteen points in the stan- 
dings could've been forfeited 
but the QUAA disciplinary 
committee decided against such 
stiff measures since McGill 
brought the issue to the CIAU's 
attention in late November 
(after becoming aware of the 
matter from an article in a 
Chi cou ti mi newspaper). 

The issue may still be 
challenged since UQTR is con- 
sidering an appeal — 6 points 
were forfeited last season due to 
an ineligible player on their 
roster.

The only bitter after-taste of 
the tourney was the single point

However, it was certainly a 
positive start to 1984 and, 
McGill's CIAU ranking should 
be improved by this perfor- 
mance.

Nuke pornography 

Legislation : the right direction - 



Pornography is a topic recently permeating the walls of university com- 
munities. Students on campuses, and on this campus, are rightfully examining 
porn as a social issue. The issue merits this scrutiny because it affects us daily as 
McGill students. . 

Pornographic publications arc actually available on campus. Playboy and 
Hustler are sold by the Students' Society at Sadies II in the Engineering building. 
As well, that wonderful medium of swinish humour, The Plumber's Pot, roars its 
head often enough to pump offensive graphics and pictures into the university 
student press. 

The ideas perpetrated in society and in these publications, of women as male 
playthings, may be linked to the tangible ramification of sexual harassment. 
More reports than ever before have been filled with campus security this year, 
detailing instances of assault and harassment of women. These incidents have oc- 
curred in the library, the Union building, the Leacock building, and on campus. 
Currently three different Administration committees arc examining how to han- 
dle sexual harassment and educate the McGill community about it. 

The men assaulting these women obviously envision them as accomplices in 
fulfilling male sexual desires. Pornographic media — some of which is available 
at McGill — docs nothing to dispel these views. 

Pornography is an important issue to discuss on campus because subtleties — 
such as its position in the feminist meovement, S & M, and homosexual vs. 
heterosexual porn — can be debated in an untainted intellectual atmosphere. 
Outside the confines of McGill, porn is becoming more raunchy and legislators 
more responsive to constituent pressure for its regulation. 

In essence, to debate is to question and to question is to become aware. The 
more aware we become, the more we realise that social issues — such as porn — 
do affect us even as university students. Since social forces such as pornography 
arc potentially harmful, we should be educated enough on these issues to decide if 
those forces will sweep us along or if we will decide for ourselves how much a 
potential evil will influence our society.

Puke on pornography 

More power to state will not solve porn 



State legislation against pornography is impotent in altering masochistic 
stereotypes of women. Censoring is done by those more interested in pcrscrving 
Christian morality than dismantling the patriarchy. 

Icons never show the Virgin Mary naked, but she is ofien pictured with her 
head down. The definition or 'pornographic material' is elusive. Cosmopolitan 
could hardly fall under the heading of pornography but it too shows womyn 
under the spell of the tall dark stranger at the back of the perfume ad. 

Womyn as background, womyn as furniture, and womyn as marital chattel, 
are all facets of the Husler ethic — womyn are your toys. 

Discrimination is endemic in our society, pornography is a voyeuristic window 
into male power and female powerlessncss. Hate laws already enacted have prov- 
ed useless. For the thirteen years in which they have been in effect, only three 
cases have come before the courts. In the instance of censorship, if censor laws 
were to be stringent, definitions would be so broad as to attack any alternative 
culture. 

The Ontario Censor Board is more interested in cutting seven minutes of The 
Tin Drum than stopping the publication of a Chatelaine issue featuring semi- 
nude twelve year olds. 

The society that spawned pornography cannot be relied on to remove it. Not 
only will legislation fail to address the root of the problem, but it will also set 
dangerous precedents. Those who sit on the censor boards and those who most 
strongly advocate them are most interested in preserving a traditional morality. 
They arc not concerned with changing the mentality of those who fantasise about 
keeping womyn in their place with a gun up their vagina and a penis in their 
mouth. 

To date, censorship has been the tool of those who wish to suppress change. A 
true attack on pornography means an attack on the patriarchy — change 
Womyn should be given the right to speak and act; rather than giving men more 
power to censor. The patriarchy will always fight to perpetuate itself; not to free 
womyn from the chains of submissive stereotypes which it has created. These are 
most obvious in pornography, but mass-marketed everywhere. 

Pornography is the formula for the male defined womyn. 

To fight pornography is to act against it not to wait for the government to do 
you any favours. 

Some suggestions for the committed: 

• Look over the shoulder or the man in the dépanneur and start reading out loud 
the description of the nice S&M photograph he is engrossed in;

This committee hopes to use the Pare 
Avenue example as a means to shut 
down such theatres and shops 
throughout Montreal. 

Neighborhood residents also cir- 
culated a petition to publicly display 
their displeasure. The petition collected 
1000 signatures. 

Backed strongly by his constituency, 
Georgoulis took his motion to the 
municipal council. His motion conveyed 
that the pornography evident in the Pare 
Avenue area must be curbed, if not 
eliminated, in the minds of 
neighborhood residents. 

The motion, passed unanimously by 
the council, stated the executive council 
will study all means at their disposal to 
eliminate pornographic signs and adver- 
tisements on the street. 

Mayor Drapeau later amended this 
resolution to include the entire city of 
Montréal. He also added a codicil to the 
effect that citizens should start com- 
plaining about the problem to all levels 
of government. 

On December 22, an amendment was 
made to the Charter or Montréal, which 
governs the city. This addition now gives 
the city the power to regulate erotic 
materials. A definition or erotic is not 
included in the amendment. 

It is now possible ror a municipal by- 
law to be passed on the issue. Debate is 
expected on January 18 or 19, with pro- 
posals to be brought up at the next 
municipal meeting on January 23. 

Creary reels confident some changes 



will come about. "Drapeau is well- 
known for being anti-prostitution and 
anti-pornography. He would love to 
clean up Montreal and take the drunks 
orf the streets," he said. 

The MCM has not yet taken a 
definitive stance on the issue. 

"However, we do want something of 
a reminist perspective. It should be a 
large social position along with a 
legislative position. We will hold a press 
coherence to get it out in the open. 
' "We must define violent as opposed 
to erotic, also the difference between 
censure and rule," she said. 

Cleary added, "The law as passed on 
December 22 is good, bui I'm not sure 
how moralistic it is to be." . 

Several areas surrounding Montreal 
have also taken some action on the ques- 
tion of visible pornography. In Don* 
it was suggested that all pornographic 
shops, theatre, and cinemas be hmiw 
within a small shopping area. T"S 
would essentially ghettoisc the por- 
nographic industry in the area. 

Pointe Claire recently passed a motion 
to regulate the sale of pornography 
publications. This law, similar to bw 
recently passed in a number of Canadian 
cities, simply ensures that such "tçra'Wf 
is placed at a height of five feel bcliine 
an opaque barrier. . 

At the present time, pornography » 
controlled only within the Canadian 
Criminal Code under the guidelines 01 
the obsenity laws. These are open, 
undefined and quite easy to circumvent. 
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Cay porn vs heterosexual porn 

Gay pornography can be liberating

There is a big difference betweeen 
heterosexual pornography and 
homosexual pornography; the one sup- 
ports the ruling ideology, the other 
subverts it. Whereas the first is op- 
pressive, the second can be liberating. 
Though censorship of heterosexual por- 
nography may be constructive, cen- 
sorhip of gay pornography may mean 
not only the destruction of gay erotica 
but of the gay community itself. 

The basic difference between the two 
is that straight pornography is made by 
men and directed to men but it depicts 
women. It objectifies women and puts 
them in a subservient role. 

Straight pornography is dangerous. 
Through the media and much of western 
culture, men are socialized to think of 
women as unequal and submissive to 
them. Straight pornography at once con- 
solidates this view and adds a new 
dimension to it: violence towards 
women. Women are defenseless against 
straight pornography, because they have 
no say in it's production. 

The existence of gay pornography is 
itself questionable because, unlike 
straight pornography, there is no power 
differentiation along gender lines. Ex- 
plicit gay sexual material may depict 
violent sexual acts but doesn't try to in- 
sinuate that they are the norm or that 
that is what is expected. 

When looking at such material, one is 
aware that it is a taste to which not many 
are partial, but. some enjoy. Even in 
sado-masochistic magazines there is an 



implication that the acts, if they are to 
one's taste, are enjoyable and that one 
hasn't been coerced into participating. 

Gay male "pornography", on the 
other hand, is made by men, with men, 
and for men. It is not a sex that is objec- 
tified but an individual. If the por- 
nography depicts two men, each playing 
different power roles, a gay man has a 
choice of identifying with either one. 

Apart from being different in content, 
the two kinds of pornography have dif- 
ferent socialization effects. Many 
heterosexual adolescents acquire a ma- 
jor part of their sexual education from 
pornography. Magazines like Hustler 
are very accessible. Many adolescents 
learn what to do, how to do it, and what 
women supposedly sexually prefer, not 
only from the pictures but from the 'let- 
ters' published in magazines like 
Playboy and Penthouse . In many cases 
it helps to define their sexuality and it 
reinforces a sexist socialization process. 

Homosexual pornography is not as 
available. One can't read Daddy's Hon- 
cho magazine while he's not looking. 
And though it is socially acceptable for a 
straight adolescent to flip through a por- 
no magazine in the dépanneur, a gay 
adolescent would be terrified to look at 
gay pornography there, if it's there. 

Hard-core gay pornography is usually 
relegated to out of the way sex-shops. It 
is wrapped in plastic and it is illegal to 
sell to those under 18. 

Magazines like Blueboy, In Touch 
and Christopher Street are, however, 
becoming more available and it is a 



Both porns are degrading

There is a great deal of variety in the 
world of gay pornography — different 
formats, different degrees of roughness. 
At one end of the spectrum there are the 
soft-core magazines like Stallion and 
Mandate, on the other, raunchy little 
Molts like Raped Jocks and Meat. 
Nobody familiar with straight porn 
would be very surprised by the different 
forms that gay pornography takes, for 
in this, as in so many areas of modern 
gay life, the gay world has duplicated the 
Pattern set for it by the straight. 

After an initial period at the beginning 
oi the '70's when it seemed that the gay 
"Deration movement might have become 
a significant agent for social change, the 
movement, or at least the male wing of 
me movement, veered off and became 
mired again in behavior patterns that 
were disappointingly similar to that of 
jneir straight oppressors. Male gay 
pliure took on most of the 

th. ar u C i cnstics of the "me-generation"; 
me hedonism, the self-centredness, the 
materialism. The revolutionary tenden- 
cy became muted.

I think this is especially important 
when considering issues like gay por- 
nography, for there is an argument 
floating about these days that gay por- 
nography is a healthy thing, a vehicle for 
gay liberation; not harmful in the way 
that straight pornography is. People 
who hold this opinion usually argue that 
the reason that porn is so harmful is that 
it degrades the image of women who are 
already in a position of weakness in 
society. By portraying acts of violence 
against women, pornography makes 
violence against women seem acceptable 
and this is very dangerous. Gay por- 
nography concerns only men, and since 
men are in a very strong position in 
society there is no real danger posed by 
gay porn, (the argument goes). Some 
even go so far as to say that there is no 
such thing as "gay pornography," that 
porn is based on a power differential 
that operates across the sexes and not 
within the same sex. Magazines like 
Blueboy and Numbers arc "eroticism," 
not pornography. 

I think this argument has several 
flaws, and that many of them arise from 
not taking the arguments against 
straight pornography seriously enough. 
For if one says that pornography 
degrades women and encourages 
violence against them, how could one 
possibly say that gay pornography 
doesn't do the same thing to men? Men 
arc certainly in a strong position and 
don't have to worry as much as women, 



liberating force. They are an indication 
that there is an entire community out 
there that has a different sexual 
preference. The existence of the 
magazines and their availability are 
evidence that alternative sexual practices 
are becoming more tolerated, if not ac- 
cepted. 

Homosexual sexually explicit material 
is subversive. Men having sex with men 
is a challenge to the family, and thus to 
the entire social order. It is an admission 
that the prevailing view is not the only 
one — that there exists a community in . 
which sex does not represent domination 
or exploitation. Gay pornography can 
free people to question existing conven- 
tions. In that sense it is also liberating. 

Gay pornography is in many ways a 
non-issue. For the most part, the gay 
community is very comfortable with it. 
Individuals may find it personally offen- 
sive while still being glad of its existence; 
there are no marches against homosex- 
ual pornography. 

Gay pornography only becomes an 
issue when people talk about censoring 
it. It then becomes a very important 
political question. '-* 



Debate over the censorship of gay 
pornography is tantamount to debate on 
the existence of the gay press. Censor- 
ship implies that there will be some kind 
of censorship board. This board is 
usually made up of "upstanding 
members of the community" which 
don't include homosexuals. To many, to 
be gay is to be perverse, and perverts 
don't make good citizens. 

What such a board will label por- 
nographic is often mysterious. One need 
only look at the Ontario Censorship 
board's treatment of The Body Politic 
or the films that have been banned in 
Ontario to see to what extent. 

It is conceivable that what such a 
board would consider pornographic is 
not only the depiction of violent sexual 
practices (which are not necessarily bad 
in themselves) but any sexual acts bet- 
ween men. It was not so long ago that 
similar boards censored anything con- 
taining the word homosexual. 

If the boards didn't erase homosex- 
uality it was because they couldn't, not 
because they wouldn't. It's a state of af- 
fairs to which we may easily return and 
one towards which I wouldn't want to 



take the first « v 




but that doesn't mean that we should en- 
courage violence against them. After all, 
incest, rape, and other forms of sexual 
assault certainly exist between men, and 
if pictures of men whipping women en- 
courage violence against women, then 
pictures of men whipping other men 
must cause violence against other men. 
Pornography directed against men may 
not be as dangerous as pornography 
directed against women, but that doesn't 
imply that it is not dangerous at all. We 
certainly shouldn't encourage it. 

Even if one doesn't agree that porn 
encourages violence, one must certainly 
see that it is insulting to human beings, 
no matter what their sex. Pornography 
treats sex as a commodity that can be 
sold like any other, and it leads subtly to 
the point where people too are treated as 
commodities. People weren't made to be 
put into glossy photos for other people 
to masturbate over. When people are us- 
ed that way their fundamental dignity is 
eroded. Pornography is degrading, no 
less so to men than to women, and the 



idea that gay porn is somehow better 
than its straight counterpart is just a 
form of special pleading. 

I think that this whole debate on gay 
pornography brings into focus a pro- 
blem with the modern (male) gay libera- 
tion movement. There is a tendency to 
think that anything that gay people do is 
alright just because we have been an op- 
pressed group for so long. But. I think 
that it is quite possible to believe that 
having a preference for the members of 
one's own sex is perfectly natural and 
beautiful, and to recognize at the same 
time that many of the forms that 
modern gay, male life has taken (meat- 
rack bars, the ghetto mentality, the ac- 
ceptance of pornography, the domestic 
fascism of S&M) are unhealthy and self- 
destructive. Wc need a radical critique 
of the trends of modern gay life. It must 
come from within the gay community, 
but it must be thorough. The gay world 
must become more than just a miniature 
version of the straight world for 10% of 
its population.

scholar to unsatisfactory stan- 
ding. It works for some people 
and not for others," he said. 

Referring to those students in 
unsatisfactory standing he ex- 
plained, "They're using up 
valuable resources and they (the 
professors) are concerned about 
them screwing up their 
statistical curves." 

Both Schuller and Maroun 
mentioned ways the proba- 
tionary system could be improv 
ed. 

Schuller forsees some sort of 
"safety net" system. 

"Some Associate Deans have 
shown interest in getting infor- 
mation on students below 
cutoff lines in order to provide 
remedial action before it's too 
late," he said. 

Matthews said the course 
withdrawal dates are too early 
and their enforcement too str- 
ingent. He added the university 
sees its system only as the labels 
it gives to students, and neglects 
the advising that these students 
should receive. 

"The advising system here 
sucks. I don't think you get the 
kind of information you need 
from the advisors most of the 
time," said Matthews. 

Maroun admitted, "A lot of 
McGill students take a course, 
not really knowing what the hell 
it entails. The university has > 
responsibility to provide the 
best possible faculty advice to a 
student." 

For students in probationary 
standing, the situation remains 
bleak. 

One U2 Arts student said, 1 
don't see much concern at all 
for the individual student here 
at McGill. The probationary let- 
ter was the nicest thing I ha« 
ever received from the umverst 
ty. It lets you know what you 
have to do to get attention.
